In Canal Question 


PANAMA COMPANY'S CLAIM 


Must Be Clearly Preseuted and Go 


JBeyoud Financial Consideration In 
Order to Make it Favorable Impres- 
sion—Diplomatic Points Involved 


Washington, Oct. 18.—In the opinion 


of incoming members of congress who 
discuss the Is-thmian canal question in 
the light of the visit of M. Hutin, presi- 
dent of the board o:' directors of the Pan- 
Jima Caiinl company, rhebi-nt in their 
body retrmins stronger toward the Xica- 
ra<nia route than toward the Panama 
route, and 
the latter 
will hare 


to have its claim presented with great 
clearness and forot- in order to make a 
•favorable impression In the face of such 
odds. 


The Panama compiny will have to 


offer not only r»-asoaabl£ terms in dol- 
lars and corns, but a plan which in- 
volves the transfer of au absolutely 
flawless title, guaranteed by the French 
courts against all claims and other in- 
curubrances. Then, also, it will be nec- 
essary to ascertain what the Colombian 
government itself is willing to do in the 
premises. If it proposes to charge so 
much for consent to a bargain between 
the Panama company and the United 
States as to make the total cost of 
the Panama enterprise more expensive 
than total cost of building the Nicara- 
gua fanal and paying the demands of 
the Nicaragua n and Costa Rican gov- 
ernments, it will be useless to try to woo 
congress away from its first love. 


Nor will the delay be wise, In the 


opinion of the best judges. The most 
urgent endeavors have been made for 
the last year to induce the department 
of state to negotiate tentative treaties 
with Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Co- 
lombia, in which shall be definitely 
stated the sum each wil demand for the 
necessary concessions to'the United 
States government in case the path shall 
be cleared of diplomatic and all other 
obstacles to our construction of ths 
canal. Secretary Hay has persisted in 
his opinion that the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty must be got out of the way first, 
bnt has admitted that as soon as that 
matter had been settled the rest would 
be in order. 


The prospect seems fair that the Hay- 


Pa uncefote treaty will be ratified in a 
very short time, and that means, of 
course, that the other negotiations will 
follow promptly. It is unfortunate for 
Colombia's share in these that her min- 
ister. Dr. Silva, has been caalled away 
by the Pan-Amrican congerss, and that 
her domestic affairs have been seriously 
upset by a war. But congress is not 
likely to assemble in a mood which will 
permit such (Jrawba^ks to stand in the 
(way of early and definite action on the 
canal question. Hence it behooves the 
.Panama company to-speak at once and 
jto the point if it is going to have any con- 
sideration a.t all. 
i Without doubt a proposition has 
meen made by M. Hutin to our Isthmian 
banal commission for the transfer of 
[the Panama property to this govern- 
jment. M. Hutin, accompanied by Jules 
jRoeufve. chancellor of the French em- 
Ibassy, called oil Admiral Walker yester- 
day. They expect to hold conferences 
'for several days, and announce that 
[while they will rigidly refuse to make 
Known anything that has yet transpired, 
It is likely that some statement will be 
given out Inter ia the week. The con- 
ference this time had more of an air of 
seriousness than at any of the previous 
' ones. 


M. Hutin submitted this time a re- 


vised statement of the expenditures and 
liabilities on tbe Panama route, and the 
first purpose of the conferees was doubt- 
leas to get together in an estimate of the 
value of the present work toward car- 
rying out the American canal plan in 
distinction from Its value as a part of 
the simpler French scheme. When an

Wanes County to Settle BUI 


Boston. Oct. IS.—The courts will soon 


have another important question of law 
to settle in the case of the common- 
wealth versus Charles R. Eastman, 
who was discharged several months ago 
after a long trial on an indictment 
charging murder. There were many ex- 
pensive expert witnesses for both the 
prosecution and deefense employed 
then. The government-experts have al- 
ready been paid by Middlesex courts. 
Mr. Eastman believes that the expense 
he incurred in hiring the expert wit- 
nesses who testified during the presen- 
tation of the case of the defense should 
also be borne by the county. The bill 
which the defendant thinks he ought not 
to be asked to pay amounts to about 
$4300. The particular issue involved 
has never been passed upon by the Mas- 
sachusetts courts.

A Decision In Bankruptcy 


Boston, Oct. 18—A decision was hand-

Still 
we would like to see a little more en- 
thusiasm on the part of the party that 
if. booked to win at the coming- elec- 
tion. Such enthusiasm would be whole 
some because it would indicate that 
we, as a commonwealth, were as much 
gratified by excellent public service as 
stimulated by a desire for party suc- 
cess. 
It would demonstrate our ap- 


preciation of an administration that 
has been about as near without error 
the past year as anything can be in 
this fallible world. 


In their platform the Massachusetts 


democrats have aimed to cover all the 
points with as much care as a lawyer 
would give to a bill of indictment. 
They have endeavored to make it so 
comprehensive that nothing should es- 
cape. It is the kind of platform that 
is generally adopted by a party when 
it knows it will not have to assume the 
responsibility of realizing it in legisla- 
t,ive measures. It is broadly academic 
and in no sense a working programme 
Then, on the other hand, it recom- 
mends some reforms that are now in 
actual operation. 
It suggests to the 


Federal government the "passage of 
laws that are already on the statute- 
books It borrows the livery of public 
virtue, well understanding that it will 
not have to be worn as an official uni- 
form. The campaign on that side is 
intended to be one of dress parad* 
only, and ample and picturesque prop- 
erties have been provided for that pur- 
pose.—Boston Transcript.

art of conceiving weird make-ups, cf 
rollicking mirth, of choosing pr^/y 
chorus girls, and of kTssing thein all 
liberally, the srfme old Frank Daniels 
with a new setting for his fun-mak- 
ing, played "Miss Simplicity" at the 
Richmond last evening. TJhe house 
was crowded, being practicably sold 
cut before the curtain r?se and +be 
audience wai kept in alternate laugh- 
ter and applance for an evenins of 
huge entertainment 


It apparently makes little difference 


to Daniels what his 'opera is, for he 
is as little dependent on the setting 
for his own individuality as any of 
the comic opera stars. He thinks up 
three or four of, the most remarkable 
costumes human brain cou'i devise, 
selects half a dozen or so songs, an* 
then bubbles along with hand-made 
jokes and jolly "stunts" lor the. rest, 
leaving the opera to take oare of it- 
self. This is only as it seems, how- 
ever, for in reality Daniels is the most 
insistent of men as to the way in 
which the entire company shall bohave 
itself. 


His new opera is divid^i into two 


scenes, the second of whicn is one of 
the most elaborate ever put on the lo- 
cal stage. Its design is simple, being 
the interior of a palace, but its con- 
struction required more staore mechan- 
ism than is usual and its Affect

Daniels holds the undivided center

So far as is known there is only one 


person in the United States who has 
knowledge 
ofi 
Jones' whereabouts. 


This man is F. K. McLaughlin of WU- 
liamstown, a chum of Jones at Wil- 
liams college and the man to whom 
Jones transferred his property before 
he vanished. Mr. McLaughlin has said 
he would see that the papers in the 
case were served on Jones if they 
were sent to him. The order granted 
by the court was accordingly imme- 
diately mailed to McLaughlin. 


Jones was admitted to the bar in 


ISfcO. 
He immediately assumed con- 


siderable prominence at the bar in this 
part of the state. In 1896 he was elect- 
ed to membership in the State Bar as- 
sociation. Stories of criminal conduct 
on the part of Joj^es were circulated. 
It was alleged that Jones had stolen 
from his wife and made fictitious mort 
gages in large sums, paid the interest 
for a time and then had abandoned the 
mortgages 
to 
their 
fate. 
These 


charges are set forth in the papers 
filed yesterday; also charges of hy- 
pothecating with different banks du- 
plicate and forged copies of 
stock 


which belonged to his wife, who comes 
of a wealthy family. Among the losers 
by these transactions were the City 
National bank of Troy, the Bank of 
Huntington and the Farmers' National 
bank of Ashtabula, Ohio. The sum 
which Jones derived from this source 
was $34,500. 


An affidavit made by Elizabeth Os- 


ten of Seneca Falls charges that just 
previous to Jones' disappearance she 
engaged him as her attorney, in which 
capacity he collected ?800, which he 
never paid to hen

Proposition to Have Coneroi Re- 


name tbe Philippines. 


A suggestion, emanating from a high 


source, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune, is 
to change the name of the Philippine 
Islands to tbe McKinlsy islands. The 
object Is, of course, to perpetuate the 
name of the martyred president and 
his administration. 
It is intended to 


bring the proposition before the next 
congress, and it is not doubted that it 
will be accepted without question if 
presented in the proper manner. 


The proposition, though at present 


entirely tentative, contemplates a com- 
plete change of nomenclature in the 
whole archipelago. 
For example, the 


entire group is to be named the Mo 
Kinley islands, and the process of 
Americanization is to be carried out to 
the minutest detail by giving to the 
different islands the names of distin- 
guished Americans of tbe past and 
present time. This part of the scheme 
embraces the idea of bestowing upon 
the different islands and provinces the 
names of the men" most prominently 
identified with the acquisition and man 
ageiaent of the Islands. For instance, 
the tnenbers of the American comrnis ! 
sioa which negotiated the Paris treaty 
would thus be honored as well as the 
names of Admiral Dewey, Gcaciei 
Lawtoii, Governor Taft, General Otig, 
Secretary Boot and others. 


It is expected that within a few dajrs 


the proposition will take a sufficiently 
definite shape to warrant its promoters 
in permitting the use of their-names 
In its advocacy.

(Speaka Before the American 


Board of Foreign Missions. 


IBATB TEE BOXEBS ABE SETTLED, 


Vfc* People of China, He Dcelar«>, 
i W«ve Borvr When the Soldier* 
( !W**«-Withdrawn—Put* Looting on 


the Basin of Payment of Honest 


Rev, Dr. William 8. Ament of Peking, 


against whom the charge of looting 
noring £he siege of that city has been 
made, delivered an address at the meet- 
ling of the American board of commis- 
sioners- for> foreign missions at Hart- 
ford, Conn,, the other day. With re- 
gard to the Boxer-uprising and the sub- 
kequent looting an"d* conduct of the sol- 
Biers and missionaries Dr. Ament said: 


Thousands of Chinese today are 


growing rich because of their foreign 
occupation. Nearly as many are profit- 
ing by this as were Injured by the Box- 
er uprising. The Chinese will entertain 
no Idea of another Boxer outbreak, the 
Btupidlty and self destrnctlveness of 
{which are apparent to the dullest. 


"There Is no proof that the Boxer 


Movement was antlforelgnor anti-Chris- 
tian )n Its origin. The momentum came 
from the Imperial support, and only one 
Is the great criminal. Yet to follow her 
and demand punishment In person 
would lead to a disturbance in China 
Buch as the world never saw. It would 
touch every Celestial in a vital spot, as 
be would see In it a menace to the very 
principles to which he owed bis posi- 
tion in the home and In the community. 


"Dazed and stunned as they seem, 


the Chinese people will need time to 
recover from the jars and strain of 
their bad work of 1900. Many believe 
today that the power of the idols is 
broken. Soldiers of nine nationalities 
came, as many supposed, to avenge 
murdered friends and fellow citizens, 
yet, after temporary ebullitions of 
wrath, which are not unusual with sol- 
diers In a foreign land, within a brief 
time they settled down to peaceful and 
kindly residence, so that when they 
came to depart the populace cry out in 
grief. Not only was this true of Amer- 
ican soldiers, but even the French at 
Paotingfu, the last to leave the in- 
terior, were begged to remain, having 
proved themselves defenders of the 
people and better friends than they had 
•vtr seen in uniform before. 


"Missionaries have assisted in the 


collection of indemnities for the people 
whp look to them as leaders and de- 
fenders. .Why not? Christianity recog- 
Cizes the right of the individual. Chris- 
tianity teaches the supremacy of law 
and the privileges of treaties. While 
the Christian may take with joy the 
•polling of goods, he will not fail to re- 
joice when those goods are restored to 
him. Being a missionary or a convert 
from heathenism in north China by no 
means makes an outlaw of a person, 
nor, indeed, should it be so. Why 
Should not those who unjustly deprived 
our people of their homes and property 
restore that which they had stolen? 
This Ss the payment of an honest debt, 
*ot retaliation."

ing at 9.30 o'clock last night, 
While 


returning from 
a pleasure 
drive 


through 
the town of Colonie. Mrs. 


Pateman was instantly killed and her 
husband lived about nve minutes, but 
could not speak. Watervllet is terribly 
shocked by the sad news and expres- 
sions 'Of sorrow are heard on all sides. 


Both 
of the victims are natives of 


Williamstown, where they spent their 
early life and were"'/iamed. They have 
spent nearly all their 
summers there 


are' as well known there as any of 
the permanent residents, and the ter- 
rible 
news was a great shock to the 


peoile of that town when it 
was 


known there this morning. Mrs. Pate- 
man is a sister of Frank Foster and 
Miss Abbie Foster of that town. 


There were but two witnesses of the 


accident as far as is known and they 
tell a graphic story of the tragedy. The 
train which struck them in known as 
the "job" express, and carries baggage 
between Albany and Troy. It left the 
Union depot in Troy just in advance 
'of the 9 o'clock local and at thejime 
it passed the Watervlfc* station was 
going at a rate of about 30 miles an 
hour. The crossing is just below the 
station 
and Flagman George Fifield 


was on duty at the time. There are 
no gates at this point, 
and it is the 


flagman's 
duty to warn pedestrians 


and drivers of vehicles against the 
approach'of 
trains. 
FifieW saw the 


Patemans cowsing and when they were 
100 feet 
away waved his flag and 


shouted to them that the train was 
coming. 
Mr. Pateman was seen to pull at the 


•lines and then the horse suddenly 
lunged forward as if unmanageable. 
The flagman shouted in vain and ran 
across 
the track in his efforts 
to 


warn them back. The "horse 
seemed 


to falter a moment and then plunged 
forward again on a dead run. just as 
the train reached the crossing. 
The 


runabout was squarely on the track 
when it was struck and was thrown a 
distance of 30 feet. Mrs. Pateman was 
thrown about 35 feet and was killed 
instantly her neck being broken. Pate- 
man 
T.-&S thrown nearly 50 feet anS 


was picked up and carried to the bag- 
gage room in the depot, where he 
died a few minutes later, 
suffering 


from injuries to the spine, 
several 


broken ribs and a deep gash on the 
head.

Pateman was found on the 


northbound 
track and her husband's 


body had cleared the tracks and land- 
ed near a shed below the crossing. She 
had several cuts on the head and face 
from which the blood flowed freely.

MAKIN6 REPAIRS ON BRICK 


PAVING THAT WAS TAKEN UP 


Wore Being Done So As To Leave 


Smooth, Even Surface as When 


First Laid 


The place on Main street in front cf 


the Wilson, where there has been a 
bad hollow in the pavement ever sinco 
last winter when part of the paving 
was removed to allow the making of 
water connections for the new elevator 
was restored to Us former excellent 
condition yesterday by the relaying of 
the pavement in a proper and satis- 
factory manner. 


When the opening in the pavement 


was made last winter it was closed in 
only a temporarily manner because of 
the time of year, the earth was filled 
in and packed as hard as tamping 
would do it. Then the brick were put 
back in place without any cement 
foundation and the whole was allowed 
to settle. It has been the intention of 
commissioner Temple to have the place 
fixed before, but until the year's work 
of paving was begun there was no 
competent bricklayer to do the work. 
Mr. Dunn of the Troy Public Works 
company now has a little ^leisure be- 
tween jobs and did the work in a very 
satisfactory manner yesterday. 


Today he will' tackle four more bad 


spots in the street pavements, two on 
Union street near Millard's shoe shop 
where openings were made by the gas 
company, and two on State street be- 
low the bridge, also caused by gas 
company work. The expense of re- 
pairing these four bad places will be 
borne by the gas company; the cost 
of the repairs on Main street is not 
paid directly by the Sullivan Brothers, 
but is covered in the price charged for 
water connections under the pave- 
ments. Water connections for all or- 
dinary purposes are brought to the 
sidewalk all along all streets before 
any paving is done. For an extra sup- 
ply, such as for elevators, there is an 
extra charge for the making of con- 
nections. 


Ever since the brick pavements were 


first laid here.the citizens have won- 
dered how well repairs could be made 
in eases like this. Mr. Dunn says that 
it would take an expert to tell that the 
pavement had ever been disturb Jd on 
the spots he is now repairing, 
and 


four openings in the- pavement made 
by the g-as company this summer have 
been repaired by the company's work 
men in a very satisfactory 
manner. 


Two of these are 
on upper Union 


street, one was at the head of Main 
street opposite Eagle, and the fourth 
was on Bank 'street. The pavement 
has been left smooth and 'even in these 
cases and has not settled. " 


But for the willingness of O. W. 


Welch to adapt himself to' circum- 
stances a very bad opening would have 
to be made soon in the State street 
paving. In planning for the big barn 
he is building1 it was first proposed to 
have a three-ton elevator. This would 
require a. three inch pipe from 
the 


main in the street, which runs along 
the east side. To have reached it with 
the connection would have1 meant the 
removal of a large amount' of pave- 
ment. There was a consultation be- 
tween the city authorities and Mr. 
Welch and the latter uecided that a 
one-ton elevator would do. There is 
already a one and one half 
inch 


pipe to the Mansion house tils.., can be 
used to supply water for this. 


The work of plowing up Summer 


street preparatory to the paving was 
begun yesterday.

To Be Used 


Further proof of the hustle of the 


Hoosac Valley street railway company 
and of its desire to get the extension 
complete from Adams to Cheshire was 
given today, when a new gang of men 
began work in Adams. It was the 
first work done in Adams on the ex- 
tension, except for the survey, since 
the franchise was granted; and while 
work at the Adams end heretofore 
has been impracticable, still it caused 
many people to express their apprecia- 
tion and the matter was the subject 
of general discussion as to just how 
soon cars would be running to Maple 
Grove and Cheshire. 


The work begun this morning was 


by a gang of men under a new fore- 
man named Hayes from Northampton. 
He is a track builder, who comes with 
a reputation that will 
insure good 


work, and the orders all along the line 
are to rush the work of construction. 
This job now started will be the grad- 
ng of Commercial street from the 
Plunkett and Wheeler bridge to Maple 
Grove depot. From the bridge to Ma- 
ple Grove, the track will be built on 
:he east side of the street and all work 
s under the immediate supervision of 
Engineer Locke of this city. 


Along this new section where work 


has been started, theA.company has a 
iver crossing proposition confronting 
t on the south side of Grove hill in 
Adams near the Renfrew Mfg. Co.'s 


tone mill. It is at this place that the 
Hoosac river runs under the road and 
s bridged by a heavy stone arch which 
has been there ior years. It is solid 
and at first the plan was to have the 
rack laid in the center of the road. 
This plan has been changed and the 
ompany will extend the arch and 
make a crossing of its own, thereby 
etaining the east side of Grove street. 
A third gang of men is also to begin 


work on a separate section of the ex- 
:ensioi, so that soon three different 
orces will be constructing the road 
n different places at the same time. 
The last mentioned gang will begin 
work on Center street in the center 


f Adams, at the east side of the Cen- 
:er street bridge, where for two years 
he company has had rails set in the 
ement floor of the uridge. This is 
le point where some of the Adams 
jeople believed the company should ' 
ave begun in the very first. The i 
elay, however, has been unavoidable i 
s will be seen when it is learned that 
art of the material necessary for this 
art of the road has only just been 
hipped from 
Pennsylvania. 
These 


re special rails and were ordered 
iree months ago. 
An idea of what the company is go- 
ng to do and what the work of the i 
hird gang of men will be, is herewith 
iven. From the Center street bridge 
o the north side of the Plunkett and 
Wheeler bridge on Commercial street 
he track will be constructed in the 
enter of the two streets and its con- 
ruction will be the most expensive 
nd best between North Adams and 
heshire. Here the specially groved 
ails, not like those on State street 
n th'is city or on Main street, but a 
go between," those which have been 
elayed in Philadelphia, will be laid, 
oreover, the roadbed will be laid 
ith brick or block pavement, and on 
ther side of the track for 18 inches 
he company will pave the streets. 
This will not only be an improvement 


" in appearance, but will give the town 


one of its first "citified" appearances. 
In constructing such a road on these 
streets the railway company will have 
a permanent road that -Rill need no al- 
tering, despite any action of the town 
in paving the whole street, which may 
be done at some future date. 


It is easily concluded that with the ' 


company employing special forces of | 
men on different sections 'each must 
soon complete its respective work and 
conjunction in making the final con- 
nection will follow. At Cheshire Har- 
bor a piece of work has been started 
which should be mentioned. Besides 
the trestle over the Bassett brook the 
company has begun the erection of a 
large retaining wall on the east side 
of the road, north of the brook. 
It 


will be many feet high and about 100 
feet long and will be a protection 
against landslides such as have often 
occurred there. 


The company is building well and in 


Cheshire where Roadmaster Maguire 
is advancing north on the construction 
several places -nhich w«re found too 
sandy or full of clay were filled in 
with gravel and made firm so that the 
main roadbed could not be made bet- 
ter.
